Harry V. Radford Has Presented 
Monster Hide to the Pro- 
vince of Alberta. 


INTREPID HUNTER HERE 


Will Leave Edmonton in Few 
Days For Three-Year Trip 
In North. 


Mr. Harry V. Radford, the intrepid 
explorer, who arrived back some 
months ago‘from the Barren Lands is 
in town-again. He has been in Win- 
nipeg and Ottawa for the last month 
and has come to Edmonton to pre- 
pare for.a three year expedition back 
into the Barren Lands. Ina few days 
time he will set out with a companios 
on his long, journey. 

This winter he will winter in Fort 
Smith and in the early spring will 
leave for the Barren Lands, where he 
will spend.'the summer, studying. the 
habits and habitat of the wood bison. 
From here he will continue his voy- 
age along the norhern coast working 
his way to Alaska and so to the Pa- 
cific Coast. This trip will take about 
three years. When he came back 
from his last expedition, he brought 
with him a wood bison which was 
thought to be the largest in the world. 
The skeleton is now in the museum 
at Washington, and the skin he pre- 
sented to the province of Alberta and 
it has been accepted. 

When asked how he was going to 
manage about provisions during his 
three years’ trip, Mr. Radford — said 
that that was very uncertain, and that 
he would just have to trust to luck 
that the supplies would get through 
and reach him. 

He will continue his studies during 
the time he is away, one of the main 
objects being to find out how far the 
wood bison will go to the north.

of the Imperial parliament for Birk- 
enhead, in an address on “Town 
Planning,” before the Canadian Club 
at a luncheon given in his honor in 
the King Edward oHtel at noon to- 
day. 

* During the Jast ten years,” said 
Mr. Vivian, “public opinion has been 
&reatly stirred by various reports as 
to. the- effect slum life has on the 
health and character of a large part 
of the population, ‘and statistics have 
been produced showing.a striking dif- 
ference in the nhysical.efBcioncy. of 
children brought up under healthy~ 
home conditions of and the efficiency. 
of those brought up under the un- 
healthy conditions of the badly hous- 
ed districts of the towns and cities.” 

Mr. Vivian showed that according 
to a report by a prominent British 
medical health officer, the death rate 
in one roomed houses was 40 per 
1000; in two roomed houses, 20 per 
1000; in three roomed houses, 1§ per 
1000; in four roomed houses the per- 
centage dropped to 9 or 10 per thou- 
sand, Therefore the one roomed 
house was responsible for three times 
the death rate. 

“This state of affairs,” continued 
Mr. Vivian, “stimulated all those in- 
terested in the welfare of the com- 
munity to take steps to remove the 
slum areas of the ‘cities. Voluntary 
action aided by public opinion pro- 
duced examples of what could be ac- 
complished.” 

Mr. Vivian appealed to those re- 
sponsible for the development — of 
Canadian cities such as Edmonton to 
take the matter in hand at once and to 
profit by the mistakes of a generation 
ago. Britain was handicapped but in 
Canada there was a clean slate to 
work upon. ” 

The speaker suggested the appoint- 
ment of a committee to prepare a re- 
port on the subject and to recom: 
mend what bylaws should be adopt- 
ed to prevent crowded and congested 
towns and cities from growing up. 

He maintained that unless prepara- 
tions were made for the future great 
city what would cost ten cents now 
would cost dollars when the great city 
had come. “My estimate of the trou- 
ble that will come is no more unrea- 
sonable than your estimate of the pop- 
ulation.” 

“Pir@erve home life,” was the last 
word of advice. “Do not get Ameri- 
canised in this respect. Preserve a 
vigorous home life from real homes 
and not from barracks and flats. Strict 
healthy. people may come from such 
places at first, but sooner or later the 
Tace that lives under conditions, where 
the children have no place to play 
but in the gutter, and the only flower 
garden is the tenement window, must 
give way and take a back seat. The 
healthy stalwart race comes from the 
old English homes. That ideal should 
be preserved in the homes of the new

FREE ACCESS TO THE LAND 


Mr. Vivian spoke on the housing 
problem of a great city at a luncheon 
today noon.

The following letter in the Toronto 
Globe has some interesting observa- 
tions along this line.

Perhaps you will allow me to make 
a few remarks on the subject, espec- 
ially on the titie of the address, be- 
cause, in my opinion, and in that of a 
growing number of thinking people, 
neither the future of this or any 
other country hangs on the housing 
question, but on the question of free- 
ing the land for housing and other 
purposes. No one has a higher re- 
gard for the disinterested earnestness 
with which Mr. Vivian, M.P., has set 
his hand to what he considers a neces- 
sary public function, but he does not 
think deeply enough. Like © many 
others who have not yet seen what 
end the adoption of the economic 
philosophy of Henry George leads, he 
is practically building his houses on 
sand, and his advocacy of improved 
housing accommodation, etc., without 
paying proper attention to the speci- 
fic thing, is really putting off the good 
day which is ahead. . 

Every improvement in housing in 
T-ronto or any other city or village, 
whether in Canada, the United States, 
England or elsewhere, every new 
street cut, every street-car of railway 
track laid, every canal dug, and every 
park Jaid out, simply goes to make 
the grip of the Jandlord around the 
neck of industry and labor that much 
tighter. 

If. Mr. Vivian, M.P., would preamble 
his remarks every time he addresses 
an audience on the subject of housing, 


with the assertion that, given free ac- |. 


cess to the land, the housing question 
would settle itself, and then go on 
to say how he recommends the houses 
to be built, how far apart, the height 
of ceilings, number of conveniences, 
ete, and what size yard for flower 
garden, he would be just right And 
then he would bq in the procession, 
which is daily increasing in size, to- 
wards freeing the land and giving 
equal opportunity to all men living on 
the land. We all know the results of 
poor housing, but we do not all know 
—or perhaps want to know—what is 
the bottom cause of it. , 

Mr. Vivian, M.P., proceeded to in- 
form the meeting that “inefficient 
emigrants in large numbers are com- 
ing to Canada, this inefficiency being 
caused by bad housing in the coun- 
tries from which these poor people 
came.” It is too bad that he did not 
continue his warning against ineffici- 
ent emigrants by giving the cause of 
the bad housing in the countries from 
which these peor people come, and 
deal with the thing that should be 
done in Canada to restore these inef- 
ficient emigrants to normal condi- 
tions, and prevent inefficient citizens 
being born to these emigrants after 
they arrive! There are no possible 
laws that can be enacted anywhere 
which will enforce good housing un- 
der present conditions, but a very 
small land value tax in England would 
quickly force sufficient land into use 
for housing the badly housed in this 
country, and would practically wipe, 
out the margin of unemployment, and 
about the same procedure would do 
about the same execution in Canada, 
but, of course, with this must go the 
exepmtion from taxation of the 
houses and all other industry, because 
a man should not be ‘penalized for 
being industrious in building houses. 

In concuision, Mr. Editor, I need 
not remind you that the exemption 
of all taxation on buildings and indus- 
try, along with the taxation of land 
values, is in the air, not only in your 
great country, but that of the mother 
country, the Untied States of Ameri- 
ca, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Ger- 
many, etc. As far back as the French 
revolution, the agitation for equal op- 


portunity by men played no small 
part, and historians are now begin- 
ning to understand that the physio- 
crats of France formulated a clear-cut 
economic philosophy based on free- 
ing the land, and that this philosophy 
was the inception of the revolution.

fluid flowing down it. Thus the fiy 
is able to walk up walls and over 
ceilings without falling. 

The danger of infection from: flies 
and the germs that they carry was 
very thoroughly: gone into.) A way 
of finding out what germs they carry 
is by what is called a ‘culture plate.” 
This is a sheet of glass covered with 
gellatine. The fly walks over this 
and the plate is then slightly heated 
and the bacteria on each footprint is 
developed. 

Slides were thrown on the sereen 
showing the enormous amount that 
develops from each print. 

“No fly is free from germs,’ said 
the speaker, and then proceeded to 
give the results of experiments on 
three flies that had been caught at 
random. ‘[he first was in a living 
room in London, England. It had 30 
colonies of bacteria and six of fungi. 
The second was caught on the street, 
it had 46 colonies of bactéria and 7 
of fungi. The third was taken from 
a garbage can. It had 116 colonies 
of bacteria and 10 of fungi. These 
few statistics show the amount of in- 
fection that a fly can carry. 

“More men,” said Dr. Hewitt, “died 
from typhoid carried by flies in the 
Boer War than from the bullets of 
the Boers.. Surgeons who ‘vere out 
there said that they could ‘ecognize 
a typhoid case by the numb ‘r of flies 
surrounding the patient.” 

A chart of the temperature during 
the summer months was then thrown 
on the screen and on this chart was 
also plotted the number of flies at cer- 
tain places. The chart showed that 
the number of flics increased and de- 
creased as the temperature rose or 
fell. The operator then showed an- 
other chart which illustrated the 
deaths of babies from summer com- 
plaint for the same months in the 
same places, and it was found that the 
death rate rose with the temperature 


At the lecture’ given last evening 
by Dr. C. Gordon Hewitt of Ottawa, 
in the McDougall church, although 
the church was filled at 8 p.m. the 
lecture or “sermon,” as the speaker 
himself called it, on “House Flys” did 
not begn till 9 p.m., the intervening 
hour was pieasantry passed away by 
the boys in the gallery by throwing 
paper balls at the people seated below 
and squirting water out of a pistol 
which. only worked now and_ then, 
luckily for those below. | After a 
while the sheet for the lantern was 
brought in and amidst applause from 
the audience a small boy, swarmed up 
the supports, of the gallery and fixed 
the ropes to support it. ‘The lantern 
was by this time in working order 
and a white light thrown on the 
screen. As soon as this was done, 
the the surprise of everyone, the shad- 
ow of an object that looked like a 
distorted black beetle began to move 
about on one corner of the. sheet. 
Everyone started up in surprise and 
looked about to see the substance that 
produced the shadow. It was then 
discovered that it was a hat, a very 
fashionable, up-to-date hat with long 
feathers in it which gave the beetle 
thhe appearance of having enormous 
feelers. The owner discovered the 
fact also and the hat was blushingly 
removed, 

The lecture then began, and some 
startlin facts were brought to light. 
A fly lays from 120 to 160 eggs dur- 
ing the summer, in about ten batches 
and the progeny of one fly during 
the hot season, if laid head to tail 
would reach from Canada to England. 

The old fallacy that flics hage cav- 
ities in their feet that form a vaccuum 
thereby enabling. them to stick to 
ceilings was completely overturned. 
On the bottom of a fiy’s leg are two

Cross, wno was supposed to have 
acted in the capacity of chairman, Mr. 
Charles May introduced Mr.. Vivian, 
amid applause. On the platform with 
the speaker, and Mr. May, were sev- 
eral well known business and profes- 
sional men who. showed profound in- 
terest in the parliamentarian’s utter- 
ances. 

At the outset Mr. Vivian explained 
that he did not intend his remarks to 
apply to Canada. He was speaking 
entirely from an Englishman’s point 
of view ‘regarding British conditions. 


“Through conversation with Cana- 
dians,” said Mr. Vivian, “I have been 
impressed with the notion in the 
minds of the people of thsi country 
that Britain is on the downward 
grade. On the contrary Britain is 
triumphant in all branches of com- 
merce. If what some say is true re- 


garding Britain’s supposed decad- 
ence, then our great industries on the 
other side of the water must. be with- 
ering. But they” are not withering. 
When you compare her standing with 
any other country, Britain emerges 
from the test with flying colors.” 

The speaker continuing eulogized 
the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
the greatest exponent of tariff reform. 
He regretted he was out of the fight. 
Joseph Chamberlain was an opponent 
of free trade yet nevertheless he was 
respected by the suportersof all 
shades of political opinion. 

Proceeding in the former strain, 
Mr. Vivian challenged any person 
to mention any branch of commerce 
in ‘which Great Britain did not lead 
the world substantially. 

“There is none,” he said. 

“Then what greater monument to 
free trade is there in existence? What 
argument is greater? Britain leads 
the world because of her adherence to 
the policy of free trade. I know of 
no other reason.” | 

Going into details, Mr. Vivian pro- 
ceeded to name a few of Britain's 
greatest industrics, with a view of 
proving the merits of the free trade 
system. ) 

“Great Britain does 60 per cent. 
of the world's shipbuilding. It is 
not Great Britain against the United 
States or Germany. It ‘is Great Brit- 
ain against the world. The figures 
are an eloquent testimony to the value 
of free trade. But the shipbuilding 
industry is only one triumph, — in 
which free trade takes an import- 
ant part. If a tax was. placed on 
manufactured steel, it would jeop- 
ardize Britain's supremacy in that 
branch of commerce. <A tax on steel 
would mean a raise in the price of 
steel.and would as a matter of course 
do considerable harm to the now 
very successful competition with oth- 
er countries. Steel is so essential in 
the construction of ships that the 
power of competition would be great- 
ly hampered if a duty was imposed.” 
Mr. Vivian gave an instance of the 
value of an open market for steel. 

Germany could manufacture steel 
much cheaper than it could be done in 
Britain, as the former country had 
the natural resources, and for that 
reason he contended that it would be 
better to allow-the German product to 
enter the country free and, by so do- 
ing permit the British artizan to de- 
vote his time to the construction of 
ships, and not ‘hamper ‘such’ construc- 
tion by forcing the men to work be- 
fore a hot blasting furnace in the 
manufacture of the steel plates. 

“Let Germany make the steel plates 
and we will use them on our ships,” 
he said, 


“Then,” he continued, “under a pol- 
icy of tarif€ reform the butter, eggs. 
meats and other sustenance of the 
men working on the construction of 
ships would be taxed which would 
mean increased wages, and would re- 
sult in the hampering of the indus- 
try. 

The boot and shoe industry then 
claimed his attention. 

“The tariff reformers cry out for 
a tax on leather, but the effect would 
be the same. Great Britain today 
manufactures £40,000,000 worth of 
boots and shoes, made from ioreign 
leather, and exports the finshed pro- 
duct to the extent of £2,000,000. Only 
one per cent. of the total is m- 
ported, and they are only specialties,” 

“The cotton industry is another tri- 
umph of free trade. There is 90,000,- 
ooo worth of cotton products manu- 
factured in Britain out of material 
coming from the United States 
through the open door, while 40,000,- 
000 worth is the limit of all the other 
nations combined, the United States

“As far as cotton is concerned there 
is a life and death struggle going on, 
because under tariff reform there 
would be an increase in the cost of 
manufacture <A very slight increase 
would scriously affect the whole in- 
dustry.” 


“As soon as protection is introduc- 
ed-in Britain, he claimed, “honesty 
and purity. in the British ‘House of 
Commons ceases. “There is no pro- 
tection parliament in ‘the world that 
is pure. It is not in the nature of 
things. | Many parliamentarians will 
then be in the position to have to 
vote either for the public welfare or 
for the good of some industrial con- 
cern of which they might be con- 
nected.” 


“Free trade, and only free trade, is 
the cause of this supremacy.” 


Mr. Vivian made a similar example 
of the woollen, and the motor car in- 
dustries, and followed with statistics 
toy prove Great Britain’s supremacy 
gained under free trade, and which 
would be lost under a system of tar- 
iff.” , 

“Any change would jeopardize the 
whole position,” he said, ‘and would 
hamper all industries in their com- 
petition with the outside world. The 
only great remaining asset left in 
Great Britain, in her competition with 
other countries is free trade. All her 
natural resources are nearly played 
out while those of the United States 
and Germany are only being develop- 
ed. The raw materials necessary for 
manufacturing must be imported free 
in order to render the cost of pro- 
duction cheap.” 


Mr. Vivian then switched to the Im- 
perial side of the question and con- 
tended. that the idea of imperial pre- 
ference was contrary to the consti- 
tution of the Empire. 

“The British Empire is a collection 
of self-governing nations, and they 
have the right to govern themselves 
as they please Their right to decide 
on the mode of raising. revenue is 
their greatest right and imperial pre- 
ference would be contrary to that 
idea Each and every part of the 
Empire is jealous of that right and to 
despoil it would have disastrous re- 
sults.” 

“To tie up all these separate parts 
by an agreement in respect to re- 
venue raising would in the end be 
found irksome by each of them, 
for their conditions are so entirely 
dissimilar,” said Mr. Vivian. He 
characterized the theory of imperial 
preference as “narrow bargaining.” 

“There are no signs of the Em- 
pire breaking up,” he continued. “If 
certain people didn’t: keep talking 
about it we should never hear of it. 
But to insure it's integrity an adher- 
ence to free trade is necessary.”

GOING TO WETASKIWIN 


Taken to Restaurant Last Night, 
They Felt So Good They 
Had to Yell. 


The residents of First street were 
startled last night by the war-whoop 
of the Cree and the Stony coming 
from the direction of the Immigration 
Hall. They came irom the throats 
of ten young braves who came down 
from Wabamun in charge of Mr. Ar- 
thur Barrer,( principal of Wetaskiwin 
Indian Industrial School. Mr. Bar- 
rer with ten lads and five girls, came 
in on the evening G. T. P. train from 
the west, and put his charges up at 
the hall, preparatory to taking the 
C. P. R. train in the morning. 

They had to be fed of course, so 
he marched them out “in Indian file” 
to the nearest restaurant, and it was 
this first taste of city Jife that caused 
them to break out of their staid In- 
dian reserve. It was all well meant, 
however, and the people in the neigh- 
borhood, took it so, and showed a 
friendly interest in the youthful 
crowd, 

They are very well educated savages 
having attended their own schools at 
Wabamun, where they have learned 
to speak English fluently. They are 
now qualified to go on to higher 
studies and it is this fact that, has 
required the change in domicile. Mr. 
Barrer says they are splendid sub- 
jects to handle and apart from the dif- 
ficulty experienced in getting them 
from their parents who prefer to fol- 
low their old time manner of life, 
Junting and fishing, the work is very 
satisfactory. The education imparted 
at Wetaskiwin will not be book learn- 
ing altogether but a gencrous dose of 
such workaday subjects as farming 
and carpentry.
